Thanksgiving Day -1963 


The Pilgrim spirit has not fled: 


It walks in noon's broad 
lirjht; 


And it watches the bed of the 


glorious dead, 


With the holy stars by night. 


It has been more than 340 years since 


the Pilgrims landed from the Mayflower at 
Plymouth Rock and suffered through that 
terrible winter and spring in which so 
many of them perished from hunger and 
disease often brought on by simple ex- 
haustion. They seem very remote from us 
in our warm, gadget-packed homes, with 
our easy travel. 38-hour work weeks and 
with so much surplus food molding away 
in storage. 


But the tragic events of the last week 


reveal to us once again that without that 
spirit of the Pilgrims we may indeed per- 
ish. Many of us may fear that the words of 
William Butler Yeats' poem "The Second 
Coming" appear all too true. 


Things fall apart; the center cannot hold; 
Mere anarchy is loosed upon the world, 
The blood dimmed tide is loosed, and 


everywhere 


The ceremony of innocence is droirnrd; 
The best lack all conviction, while the 


worst 


Are full of passionate intensity. 


Thanksgiving Day, however, gives us 


the opportunity to look at our own times 
and our own people in the light of history. 


The Pilgrims gave thanks when they 


landed simply because they had been al- 
lowed to pass over the vast seas. They gave 
thanks because they had the opportunity 
to build into reality their dream of re- 
ligious freedom. 


But they were not without doubts and 


fears. The young wife of William Brad- 
ford drowned as they neared the new land, 
presumably a suicide. Anne Hutchinson in 
later years recalled that at the sight of the 


wilderness her heart and spirit all but 
fa'led her and she would have fled back to 
England had she not believed that country 
doomed by its sins. Lady Arabella Johnson 
died soon after the landing, a victim of 
despair at the life in this wild land. 


And that first winter the 
fatalities 


mounted. Four whole farmhos were wiped 
out. When spring came only three married 
couples remained unbroken. Only five of 
eighteen wives survived. 
The children 


proved to be the toughest —possibly be- 
cause they had more reliance upon their 
elders than the riders upon themselves. 


To retain that undaunted spirit we can 


turn to the words of the Epistle and Gospel 
for Thanksgiving Day. "Let every man be 
swift to hear, slow to speak, slow to wrath: 
. . . for the wrath of man wnrketh not the 
righteousness of God. . . Be ye doers of 
the word, and not hearers only, deceiving 
your own selves. .. Who so Inoketh into the 
perfect law of liberty, and continueth there- 
in, he being not a forgetful hearer, but a 
doer of the work, this man shall be blessed 
in his deed. . . Be not anxious for your 
life, what ye shall eat, or what ye shall 
drink: nor yet for your body, what ye shall 
put on. Is not life more than food, and the 
body raiment? . . . Which of you being 
anxious can add one cubit unto the meas- 
ure of his life?" 


li is to that measure of our life that we 


must look on this Thanksgiving Day just as 
the Pilgrims did so lone ago. And as we 
give thanks for this tremendous land and 
for the privilege of living here, lot us also 
give thanks for the opportunity to be doers 
of the word. 


Only through belief in love, charity and 


brotherhood and through actively working 
for them can we keep alive the Pilgrim 
spirit which built our nation. And that 
spirit we must preserve, even in our era of 
abundance, if our nation is to survive. 


The Language of Wisconsin 


It's always a little disconcerting to find 


out how we are considered in other parts 
of the country, particularly in the east, 
that cultural and intellectual hub of the 
nation. 


Wisconsin is variously pictured as a 


land of butter and cheese, idyllic dairy 
scenes, the stark, barren emptiness of mid- 
west mediocrity, McCarthyism and the cli- 
mate of fear, big fish, muscle-bound ath- 


letes, and huge mugs overflowing with 
beer. 


Now an eastern newspaper has added 


something else. Writing about the new 
postmaster general, John Gronouski. the re- 
porter comments that he 
"talks 
in the 


earthy patois of his native Wisconsin." 


So now we know what it is we hear 


every day. Not a dialect, not Milwaukee-ese, 
not a lingo, certainly not English. "Earthy 
patois." Golleee. 


Makes us wonder what Gronouski said. 


Whither the Alliance for Progress? 


Two years ago the late President Ken- 


nedy announced the Alliance For Progress 
and said that there was no task more im- 
portant to the United States than to help 
social and economic progress in Latin 
America. 


The Charter of Punta del Este spoke 


of the same aim "to enlist the full energies 
of the peoples and governments of the 
American Republics in a great cooperative 
effort to accelerate the economic and social 
development of the participating countries 
of Latin America, so that they may achieve 
the maximum levels of well-being 
with 


equal opportunities for all, in democratic 
societies adapted to their own needs and 
desires." 


But so far it has appeared that 
the 


reeds and desires of those in control in 
much of Latin America are little concern- 
ed either with democratic societies or so- 
cial and economic development. 


The United States, as its part of the 


agreements, «has provided S2.3 billion to 
Latin American countries. The money has 
built schools, housing, power plants, roads 
and waterworks. Programs under the Food 
for Peace projects have made provisions 
available. The Peace Corps has sent quite 
a few Americans to Latin America to help 
in encouraging education and to improve 
sanitary and agricultural procedures. 


But as the birth rate continues to soar, 


poverty has not been allayed but actually 
increased. 
Latin American nations have 


trouble finding markets for exports at rea- 
sonable prices. There is Communist agita- 
tion in Venezuela, nationalist policies in 
Argentina, military revolts in Peru, Hon- 
duras and the Dominican Republic, left- 
wing nonsense in Brazil. The desperately 
needed foreign private investment is de- 
terred by'the political instability of many 
of the nations and the nationalistic policies 
of- others. 


Many of the nations have been slow to 


adopt the required democratic reforms to 
qualify for United States aid. But even in 
the areas where sincere efforts have been 
made for reform, the results have been 
discouraging. And the failures are used by 


the extremists of both the right and the 
left for personal plays for power. Some of 
the military coups apparently were suc- 
cessful because regimes had not moved 
fast enough toward reforms; other coups 
were inaugurated by reactionary elements 
who preferred dictatorship assurances to 
the risks of democracy. 


Probably part of the trouble right now 


is that we expect too much too soon. It is 
almost impossible for Americans to realize 
that the per capita income in several na- 
tions averages less than S200. 
The 
very 


rich are bound to resist to the bitter end 
any efforts to whittle down their positions 
of power and prestige. The uneducated are 
likely 
to 
he 
dupes 
of 
get-rich-quick 


schemes and the lures of the left. The in- 
heritance of centuries of poverty, ignor- 
ance, superstition and revolt is not easy to 
dispel in a couple of years. 


Nevertheless the United States cannot 


modify what we know to be sound eco- 
nomic principles 
merely to 
give 
Latin 


America more time. Quite obviously the 
proposal of Brazil that Latin America be 
permitted to have and spend the funds we 
give in any way they want is ridiculous. 
Nor should we continue to give public 
monies to nations like Argentina which ig- 
nore our advice and insist upon discour- 
aging private investment. Our concepts and 
theirs of democracy may be quite different 
but tne obvious fad remains that ours is 
successful in maintaining high standards of 
material living and political stability and 
theirs is not. 


Despite the discourag.ng aspects of the 


Alliance For Progress, it should be noted 
that so far no other country in Latin Amer- 
ica or the Caribbean except Cuba has gone 
Communist. But the continued failures of 
Latin America to i n s t i t u t e reforms consist- 
ent with this century keep the door contin- 
ually open to revolts and coups, both re- 
actionary and Red. 


Improving conditions in Latin America 


is going to be a long and tedious chore. It 
can't be done merely with money. 
The 


sooner both giver and recipients come to 
realize this, the better all around.

TOO Years Ago Today 
At Insistence of Woman Editor, 
Lincoln Proclaimed Thanksgiving 


Today marks the centennial 


of Thanksgiving Day as an of- 
ficial national holiday. Partly 
through the long efforts of an 
insistent w o m a n editor and 
partly in the hope of reuniting 
a country torn asunder by 
civil war. President Abraham 
Lincoln in 1863 proclaimed the 
last Thursday in November as 
a day of national Thanksgiv- 
ing. 


True, Thanksgiving has been 


observed 
m a n y times by 


Americans in the years since 
the Pilgrims' Thanksgiving of 
1821, 
but its celebration has 


been 
haphazard. 
Even 
in 


Plymouth Colony, as in suc- 
ceeding 
American 
colonies 


which later became states, 
Thanksgiving was held irregu- 
larly and at varying times of 
the year. Sometimes the har- 
vest festival was even held in 
mid-summer. 


G e o r g e Washington pro- 


claimed 
a 
national day of 


Thanksgiving in 1789, the year 
of his first inauguration. He 
issued a proclamation, calling 
upon the people to thank God 
for a constitutional form of 
government. A national observ- 


ance again was celebrated in 
1815 by proclamation of Presi- 
dent Madison, Otherwise, until 
18G3, Thanksgiving was left to 
the discretion of state gover- 
nors. 


A permanent, yearly Thanks- 


giving Day was one of the 
fondest dreams of one tiny, 
persistent 
N e w 
Hampshire 


lady. That woman was Sarah 
Josepha Hale who saw Thanks- 
giving Day as the great home 
festival. Born in 1788, Mrs. 
Hale had been widowed at (he 
age of 34 with five small chil- 
dren to support. She soon de- 
veloped into a prolific writer 
and later became the f i r s t 
editor of the first ladies' maga- 
liue, Godey's Lady's B o o k , 
pace-setter for the 19th Cen- 
tury woman. 


Sarah Hale emerged as one 


of the most influential women 
of her era. From 1846 until 18fi3 
she used that influence in an 
unswerving campaign to put. 
Thanksgiving .on the annual 
holiday calendar. For 17 years, 
letters went out in her own 
hand to governors, presidents 
and thousands of other distin- 
giushed persons. Editorials in 


Godey's urged — nay, pleaded 
— tor an established Thanks- 
giving Day. 
. Mrs. Male's campaign for a 
national 
Thanksgiving 
D a v 


was one of the few issues on 
which all slates seemed to be 
in harmony. Indeed, it was 
because of this and the hope 
that the. holiday might help to 
unite the nation once more that 
President Lincoln finally capi- 
tulated to her demands. The 
choice of date was no acci- 
dent. Following Washington's 
lead, Lincoln selected the last 
feast day of the church year. 


Thanksgiving did 
not slip 


back into national obscurity. 
P.y means r/f her pen and pres- 
tige, Mrs. Hale saw to it that 
the holiday was kept in the pub- 
lic conscience. The next year, 
Lincoln again set aside the last 
Thursday in November as a 
day of Thanksgiving. It, was a 
t i i o u t e to the little lady Irom 
New England that the New 
York Times reported on Nov. 
24, 1864: "Yesterday was more 
generally observed as a nation- 
al holiday than any preceding 
Thanksgiving day we remem- 
ber."

t h e 


laws have been respected and 
obeyed, and harmony has pre- 
vailed everywhere, except in 
the theatre of military conflict, 
while that theatre has been 
greatly contracted by the ad- 
vancing armies and navies of 
the Union. The needful diver- 
sions of wealth and strength 
from the fields of peaceful in- 
dustry 
to 
national defense 


have not arrested the plow, 
the shuttle, or the ship. The 
axe has enlarged the borders 
of our settlements, and t h e 
mines, as well of iron and coal 
as the precious metals, have 
yielded even more abundantly 
than 
heretofore. 
Population 


has steadily increased, not- 
withstanding the waste that 
has been made in the camp, 
the siege and the battle-field; 
and the country, rejoicing in 
th2 consciousness of augment- 
ed strength and vigor, is per- 
mitted to expect a continuance 
of years with a large increase 
of freedom. 


No human counsel hath de- 


vised, nor hath my mortal 
hand worked out these great 
things. They are the gracious 


g:fts of the Most High God, 
who, 
while dealing with us in 


anger for our sins, hath never- 
theless remembered mercy. It 
has seemed fit and proper that 
they should be solemnly, rev- 
erently and gratefully acknowl- 
edged, as with one heart and 
voice by the whole American 
people. 


I do therefore invite mv fel- 


low citizens, in every part of 
the United States, and also 
those who are at sea, and those 
who are sojourning in foreign 
lands, to observe and set apart 
the last Thursday in Novem- 
ber next, as a day of thanks- 
giving and prayer, to our beni- 
ficent Feather who dwellcth in 
the Heavens, and I recommend 
to them that, while offering up 
the expressions of praise justly 
due to Him for such singular 
d&liverances 
a n d blessings, 


they do also, with humble peni- 
tence for our national perverse- 
ness and disobedience, com- 
mend to His tender care all 
those who have become wid- 
ows, 
orphans or sufferers in 


the lamented civil 
strife 
in 


which we are unavoidably en- 
gaged, and fervently implore 
the interposition 
of 
the 
Al- 


mighty 
Hand 
to 
heal 
the 


wounds of the Nation, and re- 
store it as soon as may be 
consistent with the Divine pur- 
poses, to the full enjcyment of 
peace, 
harmony, 
tranquility 


and Union. 


In

The asking of these questions 


is evidence of the complete in-j 
volvement of American policy | 
in the life of a single leader.

1. National politics: President 


Johnson will follow the practice 
of those presidents who have 
come into the office during a 
term for which a deceased pred- 
ecessor had been elected. The 
new president always feels com- 
mitted to carry on existing poli- 
cies and to retain the cabinet. 
Modifications 
will 
come 
as 


changing 
circumstances 
may 


require. But Mr. Johnson's cam- 
paign for the nomination must 
be made 
in the next eight 


months 
before 
the 
Demo- 


cratic national convention meets 
and must inevitably be based on 
a championing of Kennedy poli- 
cies and principles at home and 
abroad. Mr. Johnson will doubt- 
less be nominated and stands a 
good chance of being elected. 


Foreign Policy 


2. Foreign policy: It will not 


change perceptibly. The sarn'e 
advisers and 
personnel 
who 


counselled Mr. Kennedy will, in 
ths main, be at President John- 
son's side. There may be some 
changes in the formula of nego- 
tiation — perhaps a greater re- 
liance on the diplomats than on 
personal meetings with foreign 
potentates. 
Such 
conferences 


may become more of the cere- 
monial kind than of the "nego- 
tiating" pattern. 


3. Domestic Legislation: The 


Kennedy program of tax reduc- 
tion and "civil rights" will be 
enacted with the same modifica- 
tions that would have been legis- 
lated if Mr. Kennedy had lived. 
A bipartisan coalition in Con- 
gress still rules the day. The de- 
ceased president would 
have 


been compelled to compromise. 
Lyndon ' Johnson will compro- 
mise and will make it seem like 
a victory. He has been and will 
be a skillful negotiator inside 
both parties in Congress, 


4. World Peace: 
President 


Johnson knows he will have a 
united country behind him and 
that American 
policy 
in 
its 


broad aspects has universal ap- 
proval. The question of whether 
peace efforts can be effective j 
depends now, as before, on the! 
Communist regime in the Krem- 
lin, about which Mr. Johnson 
has no illusions. 


Party Problems 


5. Republican party problems: 


Overnight a change has come. 
The anti-Kennedy drive now will 
have to become an impersonal 
criticism of policies, rather than 
of the man, if a constructive is- 
sue is to be developed by the 
Republicans. The voters will not 
be inclined to blame President 
Johnson for any mistakes of his 
predecessor. Democrats, on the 
other hand, will naturally take 
credit for recognized achieve- 
ments of the administration dur- 
ing the preceding three years or 
more. The Republicans have 
only one course to pursue—the 
exposition of a non-radical phil- 
osophy, which reflects the con- 
victions of the rank and file ot 
Republicans, as 
distinguished 


from the "me-tooism" of many 
so-called "liberal" Republicans. 
The Goldwater boom has been 
based largely on the anti-Ken- 
nedy sentiment and on a drive 
for conservative policies. The 
Aryi/xrna senator is still in the 
lead, and the only other candi- 
date with a chance to get the 
Republican nomination is Rich- 
ard Nixon. 
The former vice 


president new will have in his 
favor the argument

knows as much about the presi- 
dency as—if not, more than— 
Lyndon Johnson, who has served 
as vice president two years and 
ten months, while Mr. 
Nixon

WASHINGTON-When brith- 


er Scots forgather, they wear 
nothing short o' the kilted tar- 
tan and take no teasing about 
it. 


Scotsmen and their kinsmen 


throughout the world have an 
almost mystical pride in the 
national costume, the National 
Geographic S o c i e t y 
says. 


Among civilians, the kilt is us- 
ually reserved for festivities 
such as St. Andrew's Day on 
Nov. 30. But the conviction re- 
mains that there is not a more 
practical, comfortable garb for 
any- activity or land sport- 
short of skiing. 


Recently in Baltimore, a 


kilted Scotsman of the touring 
Black Watch Royal Highland 
Regiment was heckled on the 
street. The big Scot grasped 
his tormentor, lifted the Mary- 
lander above his head as one 
would hoist a barbell, then 


lowered him gently to the side- 
walk. 


American submariners sta- 


tioned at Holy Loch, Scotland, 
stand officially advised never 
to call the kilt a skirt. The 
edict appeared after a sailor 
was "forcibly corrected" by a 
Scotsman in public. 


Provinces Adopt Tartan 


Such is a Scotsman's pride 


in the kilted tartan that it has 
infected peoples everywhere. 
A Tartans Information Center 
was opened at Stirling, Scot- 
land, in 1963 to handle inquir- 
ies. 


In recent years, several Ca- 


nadian 
provinces 
have 
ac- 


quired their own authentic tar- 
tans. 
Because woolen plaid 


does not become tartan with- 
out official approval, the pro- 
vincial officials had to win the 
necessary nod from the Court 
of the Lord Lyon, Her Maj- 


esty's Register House in Edin- 
burgh, 


In Other Nations, Too 


In Pakistan, army 
pipers 


and drummers wear tartans 
from nearly every section of 
Scotland along with turbans 
from every part of Pakistan. 
A Singapore pipe band of Ma- 
lay, Indian, and Chinese dock 
workers had a tartan specially 
designed 
for 
its 
members. 


Piping bands of ebony Gaels 
•resplendent in waggling tar- 
tans have welcomed visitors to 
Kenya. 


In London, however, gentle- 


men paled beneath their bowl- 
ers in 1962 when their fashion 
arbiter, the editor of Tailor 
and Cutter, urged Britons -to 
adopt the kilt as a national 
costume to preserve a visible 
identity should the nation be 
merged with those of the Euro- 


| pean Common Market.

The kilt, he said, "is 
the 


most elegant, the most esthet- 
ic, and most masculine form 
of men's clothing 
that 
the 


mind of man 
has ever 
de- 


vised ." 


Women have no business in 


the kilt—not 
even Highland 


dancers. They are supposed to 
wear 
tartan 
skirts, 
white 


blouses, and pretty ribbons in 
their hair. A lady in kilt is as 
incongruous as an American 
Indian woman in a war bon- 
net. The kilt is designed for 
the male physique, and only 
the male's strong stride snaps 
the pleats properly from side 
to side. 


Better than Trousers 


The kilt's origin is lost in the 


mists 
of 
antiquity, 
but 
it 


evolved out of sheer practical- 
ity. A kilted, bare-legged Scot 
warrior could run 
howling 


through 
wet 
heather faster 


than a foe in rain - sogged 
pants. 


The early Highlander wore a

He spread a 
la-foot lencth of his clan's tar- 
tan on the ground and tucked 
it into pleats;

office in Madison reveal. 


The college at Oshkosh, larg- 


est in the system, has 2,103 men 
students and 2,118 women. 


At Platteville and Superior the 


men-to-women ratio is 2 to 1, 
and at River Falls, near Min- 
neapolis and St. Paul, there are 
three times as many men as 
women. At Platteville, the dif- 
ference—1,824 men, 829 women | 
—is explained by the engineer-' 
ing, agriculture and industrial 
arts courses, with 998 men en- 
rolled, but special courses don't 
account for the differences at 
River Falls and Superior. 


At the other State Colleges, 


if all the women students found 
partners at a dance, there would 
be 200 to 500 men left on the 
sidelines. 


For the nine colleges, the to- 


tal of 24,557 students includes 
14,341 men and 10,216 women. 
The ratio of 6 to 4 is the same 
as last year.

"You 
don't need particular 


sewing skills to make these clev- 
er toys," says Ruth Leigh, di- 
rector of Cannon Homemaking 
Service.

light." 


Cake
